TOWN COUNCIL. 
Council Chamber, 
October 7th, 1907 


Council met in regular session Mon- 
day evening, Mayor Herman Ming,

From Messrs J. R. Dafoe and W. T:

The following report from Dr. Bell, of 
the Provincial Board.of Health, was read 
at the meeting of the town conneil on 
Monday evening, Thies report should be 
carefully read by every citizen, as itisa 
matter of grave importance. , The oounoil 
baye delayed. any action in the matter 
until the next council meeting, and in the 
meantime. this letter will give the citizens 
an idea of the state of affairs as they-exist 
in the opinion of a competent health officer : 


To Tue Cnurrman aND MEMBERS OF THE 
Provinciat Boarp or Hearta, or OntTarro. 


Gentiemen,— 


On August Ist by the direction of your 
Secretary, I visited the town cf Napanee to 
report on a recent outbreak of Typhoid 
Fever. 

I learned that since the Jast week ot Jane 
ere bave been forty cases, and that 
twenty-one of the first cases had used water 
from the same well. which has eince been 
closed, I was driven over the town by the 
Medical Health Officer, Dr. Cowan, wr. 







Stratton and other members of the Board of 
Health, and had the water and swerage 
systems pointed outtome After seeing 
theee and getting acme further information 
regardiag water supply, it was not difficalt 
to locate the source of the troub’e, although 
there may be other contributing causes. 

The main supply of water for drinking 
@nd culinary purposes is derived from 
shallow wells ten or twelve feet deep, 
receiving the surface water and the 
draiuaye or soskage from shallow sewers or 
rather ioose stone drains into which were 
discharging numerous water closets. These 
drains are on several residental streets and 
fre nothing more than elongated cesspools 
as there is very little flow from them as 
they extend to the river. They were 
originally intended only for surface drain- 
age, but unfortunately permi:sion bas been 
given for closet counection. Only after 
rain storms do they discharge freely at 
several points into the river, while in the 
interval the contents soak through the 
bottoms an@ sides aud pollute the wells. 
In one or two instances the drains are 
partly tiie and partly loose stone, and one 
portion not being large enough to carry off 
the flow from the other after heavy rain, 
there is an overflow much to che inconven- 
jence and annovance of several sufferers ; 
the steoch creating a grea’ nuisauce as well 
as bealth being endangered. his con- 
tamination of the domestic water sapply | 
am sare accounts for the epidemic. 
ever I muy add that there is a public 
supp'y of water, said not to be need for 
domestic purposes, beyond washing, etc., 
bat this supply is also coptamivated. It is 
taken from above ‘the [all towards the 
upper end of the tcwn, and conveyed 
through a flume built up with locse stone 
on ita sidea to the pump house. On its 
way it receives a large amount of soakage 
from houses, eto, on its upper+side,.and 
also scme private draius above the falls 
This water was admittedly not fit for use, 
bat es it looks clear coming from the tsps, 
the probability is that it is occasionally 
used for driokirg or culinary purposes 
This supply is moreover further poiluted 
occasionally in the eventpf fire, when the 
water is pumped directly {fom the river in 
the vicinity of eome of the sewer outlets. 
I myeelf saw floaters and paper from 
closets around the oatlet of one of the 
sewers in the centre of the town, As there 
is scarcely any perceptible current in the 
river, it becomes little more than an open 
cesspool,

WAYS MAKING 
QUEER Meritone OF STRIKING A 
LIGHT IN PRIMITIVE TIMES. 
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Mbe Friction of Sticks Gradually Gave} dark 


Way to the Use of Flint and . 
Steel. - " 


Looking around upon the civilized 
Faces of mankind to-day, one’s imagina- 
tion {3 sorely taxed to picture a time 
When the ready means of striking 4 
light was not available. Yet it is cer- 
tain that such a time must have been— 
far back in the dim ages, when man 
roamed the wilds and dwelt in holes and 
Caves of the earth, scarcely more ad- 
vanced in his domestic arrangements 
than the beasts of the field, writes Pency 
Collins in the Scientific American, In 
What manner the value of fire as a ser- 
vant first dawned upon the mind of man 
must ever remain mysterious, but at all 
times there must have been fires and 
great conilagrations kindled by natural 
means und entirely without the aid of 
man. Thus, the effect of the lightning 
Biroke, of friction caused by falling 
rocks or the chafing of Himbs and siems 
fii the dense forests, or the “volcanic 
Overflow of the smouldering furnaces 
With the globe would from time to 
lime display the properties of fire before 
the wondering eyes of primitive man- 
kind. 

Probably man first feared fire, then be- 
Gan to worship il as a god terrible and 
omnipotent to destroy. Then, bis fear 
departing froin him, he began to em- 
ploy fire to benefit himself and his tribe, 
using it for cooking and warmth. No- 
tice Lhat he did not at first make fire, 
He took it from Nature’s hand, so to 
Speak, just as he gathered fruit from the 
forest boughs. ‘There is direct evidence 
of this in the traditional, history of many 
races, For example, thé ‘Gusngil. family 
Of Indians in svutheusfefn Alaska say 
that - ;

tive of the bird and its flight through 
inky Carkness becring the divine spark 
iu au box.

Probably the first essays of man as a 
fire maker were confined to the friction 
Of slicks, There are just three ways in 
which one piece of wood may be rubbed 
Upon another, namely, by moving with 
the yprain, or “plowghing’: by moving 
across the grain, or “sawing,’ gpd by 
twirling a pointed stick within a wooden 
socket or “drilling.’ All these methods 
have been used by early mun. Neither 
the first nor the Second method, how- 
ever, was brought to a high state of per- 
fectinn—or. to be more precise, they 
beth reached perfection ino rudimentary 
form. The fire blow. which was widely 
used among the Indo-Pacific races and 
sporadically ij Ataerica, consists of two 
Pants: first, a stout piece of thoroughly 
dricd weod perhaps three feet long and 
two inches in diameter, which forms the 
hearth or stationary part; second, a 
smaller stick of the same kind of wood, 
about a foot long. cut wedge shape at its 
howey end, the edge forming a very ob- 
tuse @ngle. This constitutes the work- 
iy wart, or plough. It was rubbed vio- 
lev tly backward ard forward on the 
Slationary piece, cutting a groove run- 
ning with the grain for a distance of 
some fourtinches. Minute shavings were 
thus detached, and in the hands of a 
Shillful manipulator these were soon 
heated above the point of ignition,

The first réally practical lucifer rnatch, 
however, was invented by John Walker 
of Stockton-on-Tees jin 1827, and by him 
nemed after Sir William Congreve of 
rocket fame. It consisted of a splint cf 
wood, first tipped with sulphur and then 
with a chlorate mixture. These matches 
were drawn rapidly through a piece of 
fclded sandpaper to ignite them. It is 
curious to note that a tin box containing 
seven dozen of them, together with the 
hecessury bil of sandpaper, cost on2 
Shilling. ' 
_ Finally, after endless experimenting, 
inspired by handsume prizes offered by 
America, England and other enlightened 
ceuntries, the non-phusphorus safely 
match was brought into being, putting 
the top stone as it were, upon man’s 
monumental struggle with the problem 
of striking a light. = 

It is a curious commentary on the old 
world’s slowness of inventive genius that 
the first practical match should have 
been made less than a century ago.

Owing to the fact, however, that Al- 
gera is new controlled by France, the 
internal state of such a near neighbor 
ts Morocco is naturally a matter of su- 
preme importance to the French. With 
the Sultan more or less helpless in his 
capital, a powerful pretender harrying

The British Gov- 
crnment offered no Objection, bul Ger- 
niany objected. 

The result was the Algeciras Confer- 
ence. At this international debate it 
was decided that a police force of be 
tween 2,000 and 2,500 should be at once 
raised amongst the Moorish population 
to restore order, It was to Le con- 
trclled by French and Spanish officers. 
and to prevent jealousy the whole 
force was tu be under the command of 
a Swiss Inspector-General. This farci- 
cai proposal met with the fate which it 
deserved. With the whole populaWion 
hating the sight of “the infidels,” :t 
was scarcely likely» that they would 
Lind themselves together to fight 
against their own people for the bene- 
fit of. the latter. European Statesmen 
soon fdund out that, although you can 
take a Moor into your confidence, you 
cannot make him enlist. The Swiss 
Government duly, appointed a gallant 
péeritieman of the mame of Colonel Mul- 
‘ei’ as Inspector-General].” but he there- 
upon found himself in the trying posil- 
tion of having notmng to inspect.

When the Buddhist priest dies the 
la.dy is embalmed and placed in a gor- 
geous gilded shell, which in turn is 
déposited in a special building in the 
temple ground until the begging bow!s 
of the brethren hav> collected enough 
for a spectacular funeral. This gener- 
ally takes place in February or March 
after a successful rice harvest, when 
money is plentiful and the people are 
anxious for some liltle festival after 
months of hard labor, 

A big open souce is chosen in the

. fortune , tellers. quack doctors 
like. Most important of all a

TUE BEAR AND THE LION IN A FOND 
EMBRACE. 


And The Peace of Asia Secured by the 
Treaty Recently Signed in 
St. Petersburg. 


The peace of Asia is the correct de- 
scription of the momentous agreement 
which was signed al St. Petersburg last 
Week between Greal Britain and: Russia. 
It is a°genuinely self-denying ordinance 
on poth sides, and it removes at least 
for a considerable time tu come one of 
ihe oldest und not always dormant dan- 
gers lo the pedge of the world, It i 
worth mere ins practical stutesinanship 
tran the debates and quibbliags and by- 
pogrisies of a dozer pewe conferences, 
urd it hes far-reaching effects beyond 
the vituation wilh which it specifically 
deals. ‘ 

One of these effects is of great interest 
tc America at the present moment— 
hamely. that it renders’ lhe Anglo-Jupa- 
nese alliance almost supertiuous from 
tne Brilish point of view, The great 
value to Britain of that instrument was 
the co-operation it secured for her in the 
defence of India in cause of an Apgio- 
Russian war, This new agreement with 
Russia removes the danger.of such a 
conflict from the field of practical pou- 
tics, : % 

The only serious eortingeney which 
Pigland now has need to provide for ts 
war with Germany. Even this peril is 
remote in the present aspect of inter- 
nulional affairs, but should it arise Ja- 
punhese assistance would be trifling. Her 
ulliance with Japan served English pur- 
poses Well up to a certain point. Its ex- 
istenee indeed made this new agreement 
wiih Russia possible 
terms. : 

But when a contract between nations. 
like a partnership between individuals, 
becomes awkward and unprolitable to 
one of the parties its practical value 
diminishes. However binding In its 
technical ubligalions it may be, the al- 
lianee between England and Japon is 
still of importance to Japan, but _ ils 
terms have become highly embarrassing 
to Great Britain. England will not break 
her compact except in some conceivable 
emergency which will involve. the 
world’s peace. She would, of course, 
deny any intention of dding So even 
then, but England would veto bys every 
influence in her power any belligerent 
policy of her-ally toward America or 
even towards Russia.

“The ‘Norwegians, above all things. 
understand the art of preparing fish, 
One of thé most appetizing ways of 
eating this article of diet is as_ fish- 
balls, for which the fish is boned and 
pounded and stewed after being rolled 
into balls, Meatballs ure prepared the 
same way. When meat does appear it 
is usually under the guise of boiled 
mutton, and this dish is generally fol- 
lowed by prunes stewed in tapioca, 

“The national Suturday’s dinner will 
wot appeal very appelizingly to our 
minds. for it consists ef raw pickled 
herring (pickled in brine), with raw on- 
ions and boiled potutoes, The Norwe- 
gians Claim for it that in this form 
none of the nutriment is lost. An im- 
ported dish, which bids fair also to be- 
come a national dish,resembling ‘olla 
pedrida,’ which is made of*flaketl cod, 
buked with sliced polutoes, tomatoes, 
and rich gravy.

smuggling silk and opium into the 
United States from British Columbia yet 
known has been discovered by cusioms 
officers at Blaine, Wash., on the inter- 
national houndary line. » Trained dogs 
were used to carry on the business, and 
the customs officers believe that hun- 
rtp: of pounds of the contraband drug 
have been brought into this country in 
that manner. As a result of the dis- 
covery by the officers, Thomas Smith 
is in custody awaiting trial on a charge 
of smuggling, 

The first inkling that dogs were used 
fom smuggling came a few days ago 
when Officer Lane of the Bgjlingham sta- 
tion shot a dog which he saw running 
through the tlitk timber near Blaine. 
The canine was loaded down with a 
lecther saddle in which were found three 
mounds of opium and a package of silk. 
Where the dog came from and where he 
was going are mysieries which the offi- 
cials at once bef@in to ferret out. 

The officers took a coon dog with 
them to the boundary line where the 
first canine was seen, For three days 
waited before another dog came | 
along With a pack saddle on its back. 
This lime there were three dogs loaded 
down with the drug. «The men let then 
pass, and then, with the aid of the :coon 
dog, they traced them to an old shack 
near Blaine.

They set a man 
named Lambert, a roustabout or farm 
lakorer, to watch for the thief, and 
promised him £50 in addition to his 
wages if he caught the thief and se- 
cured a conviction, There were three 
convictions against Lambert himself, 
Iwo for drunkenness and one for the 
theft of a bottle of whiskey, but the 
compans was not aware of this.

Lambert after a few weeks claimed 
he had evidence and Meikle was ar- 
rested On a charge of stealing by driv- 
ing them from the company’s land to 
nis Own, Lambert testified that on a 
cerlain night he saw Meikle’s son driv- 
ing twenty-eight ‘sheep off -the com- 
pany's land; that he accompanied the 
hav Gnd saw him and his father count 
the sheeo through a narrow gale, pick 
Gut a fat one and kill it and turn the 
land.

After all there fs coal enough in the 
country, and the trust-will be able to 
continue to put prices up for many 4a 
long year to come. 

Recently a number of misleading arti- 
cles have been given out, apparently on 
the authority of the United States gedlo- 
g-cal survey, predicting the early ex- 
haustion of the fuel supply. The geo- 
legical survey did say the bituminous 
cecal fields might be exhausted in an- 
clher century, but the statement was 
qualified in such a way it was evident 
there would be coal enough for many 
long years to come, 

To correct these misieMtine impres- 
sions, Director Smith of the survey has 
g:ven oul an authoritative statement 
prepared by M. R. Campbell, who has 
charge of the division of economic geo- 
lcgy and fuels, and E. W. Parker; coal 
muining expert yand statisticjan.

cover the graves of people who lived 


‘in the long ago, and stopped at a mon- 


ument in the centre of one of the aisles, 
where we read from an inscription it 
was the tomb of Phos. Penn and 
family. He was a son of William 
Penn, the founder of’ Pennsylvannia, 
whose home is not. far from here, and 
is still in a good state of preservation. 
He and his family are brried in the 
grounds of the oll meeting house at a 
place called Jordan's. ; 

We stood beside Gray’s tomb, near 
the south wall of the church, where he 
is buried with his mother and aunt. 
He died.on July 30th, 1771, being the 
last survivor of a large family. There 
he lies with only a simple stone on the 
church wall to mark the resting place. 

John Penn erected a monument to 
his memory a short distance from the 
toinb, with quotations from his poems 
ingraved upon themarble, but the best 
memorial to Gray is the spirit which 
yearly brings hundreds ‘of visitors to 
gaze upon his tomb. Had it not begn 
for his genius Stoke Poges would hate 
remained in obscurity, while now it is 
heard of in every quarter of the globe.
